avail themselves of their productive soil; to grow more largely food pro- 
ducts and exchange for European manufactured goods. This advice, 
wise from the English standpoint, may not, howevcr, be just the counsel 
to follow from ours. Let us see. The population of the United States is 
about sixty millions. Twenty-three millions of this number are counted

as productive, and ten millions of the twenty-three are devoted to agricult- 
ural pursuits. Yet farmers who work wide acres and the longest days 
now receive less return on invested. capital and expended force than men 
in any other calling. 

The depression in the price of farms and farm products can not be 
claimed as a result of a protective tariff. The greatest agricultural pros- 
perity known has been enjoyed since 1860, when a tariff “ for revenue only” 
was displaced by one for protection. It cannot be on account of costs of 
transportation from farm to market, as these costs have been enormously 
diminished. It is not that land is less fertile. The product of new land 
and the returns from the older have not materially changed, as the yield 
for the ten years past averages higher rather than lower. Carefully gath- 
ered statistics show that large crops for two seasons in succession bring 
less total cash than smaller ones. Consumption rules prices, and an over- 
plus product lowers them because of the impossibility of a sufficient, elas- 
tic, and absorbent market. There is more corn raised now than can be fed 
to the live stock of the United States. At its present prices it is cheaper 
for a far-western farmer to burn the crop of a few acres than to market it 
and use the avails for purchase of distant coal. It is foolish to consider it 
a waste to use corn for fuel. New York farmers considered it economy 
when, forty-five years ago, within sight of the Erie canal, oats sold for six- 
teen cents and corn for twenty cents per bushel. 

During the period between 1850 and 1860 farms of the average size-in- 
creased twenty per cent. faster than the population. The Crimean war, how- 
ever, barred Russia from filling the European markets, and the additional 
waste of that great conflict absorbed our farm products at good prices. 
The war of the rebellion, lessening the for- 
ces on the farm and increasing the demand 
for its products to feed a million men in the 
field and replace the waste of war, kept 
prices for several years at a prosperous 
point. From 1870 to 1880 the tilled acre- 
age was nearly double the proportionate 
increase of population. The remunerative 
prices of the previous years stimulated an 
undue increase of production. In 1885 the 
area sown to wheat alone was nearly fifteen 
million acres greater than in 1870. Since 
1885, however, the acreage lessened through 
the depression of prices so that in 1889 
there was but little more acreage of wheat 
than in 1880. In 1870 the number of 
acres in wheat was nineteen millions, and 
the average price was one dollar and four 
cents per bushel. In 1884 the acreage was 
thirty-nine and one-half millions, and the 
average price was sixty-five cents. It was 
estimated that the large crop, after deduct- 
ing seed, labor, and transportation, netted 
the growers about seventy million dollars 
less than the smaller one. To-day we raise 
grain and meat enough to feed seventy-one 
millions of people, or eleven millions more than the present total popu- 
lation of the United States. 

Our only market for this excessive surplus is Great Britain. Yet the 
East Indies in fifteen years have increased their wheat export thirty-five 
million bushels, the Argentine republic fifteen, Australia twenty, to add 
to the sixty to seventy million bushels supplied by Russia to that single 
European market. 

Our farmers are facing the inevitable result of a greater supply than 
demand, and find a new competitor in the rich lands of Hindoostan and in 
the gift-acreage of South America. Free trade would still further diminish 
our consuming population by driving it from factory to farm and stimu- 
lating the growth of more wheat and more beef instead of eating it. 

Mr. Gladstone fully understands that English prosperity depends upon 
cheap food exchanged at low figures for English mineral and manufac- 
tures. We believe that our financial and material independence depends 
upon the diversified pursuits of mining, transportation, and manufacture, 
making the home market the consuming one. 

A further helpfulness would come in restriction of immigration; a 
conservative instead of lavish marketing of government land; an intelli- 
gent attempt to raise to profit many agricultural products we now pur- 
chase. If there are three productive brick-yards on the Hudson river and 
the demand is only for the product of two, the third one pushing the mar- 
ket through pressure to realize at cost, or sometimes below, it results in 
establishing a losing figure for the other two. There is no difference as to 
the commodity offered, a slack demand or over-supply lowers prices below 
a possible profit. 3: x.
